He was, however, 
strcngly recommended to mercy, and 
the sentence wa8 eventually commuted 
to twelve monthk’ imprisonment 
The neighborhood to which this duel 
was fought! is no longer solitary.

The in¬ 
ference to be drawn'froni the loss ot 
gain ot a pound pr two may be mis- 
t me ted. Fludtuatioaa of a few ounces 
are a sign that thd bofly is to a healthy
